The Liquor Bill. 


The new liquor bill introduced into the 
Legislature as a substitute for the pro- 
hibitory law, has the following as its 
principal, features:— It provides for a 
license to all sellers, except that manu- 
facturers of cider and native wines may 
sell free, the liquor not to be drunk on 
the premises, and that the importers of 
foreign liquors may also sell free, in the 
original packages. TheMayor and Alder- 
men of Boston shall annually, in March, 
appoint seven license commissioners, and 
the Aldermen of other cities, three com- 
missioners at the same time, and the 
towns at the same time elect three com- 
missioners. The salary of commissioners 
in cities shall be from $1000 to $2000, 
and in towns $3.50 per day while employ- 
ed. The license for common yictuallers 


in other counties $100 to $400. Liquor 
dealers in other business shall pay $200 
to $800 in Suffolk county, and $100 to 
$500 in other places. The license to sell 
malt liquors and cider alone cost from 
$100 to $300 in Suffolk, and from $50 to 
$200 in other counties. Grocers, apothe- 
caries and others may sell notto be drunk 
on the premises, the license in Suffolk 
being from $100 to $400, and in others 
| from £50 to $200.

the polls. Our correspondent says: 

The number of -persons on the Voting! 
list, (including those written.) at the re-| 
cent State election, was 1821, and 1090) 
persons were checked as having voted, 
while 731 did not vote. Every known 
liquor dealer but one voted; why he did) 
not vote is a mystery. Nearly every visi- 
tor at the club room voted. The saloon 
keepers were on hand, running express 
wagons to bring voters to the hall, and 
had men at the doors to put into their 
hands the right votes, and to see that 
they were deposited in the ballot box. 

There are on this check list the names 
of about six hundred naturalized voters, 
and of these 383 voted. The Democratic 
candidate for the legislat«re had 611 votes 
of whom about 361 were naturalized per- 
sons, and 250 native citizens.

State and Metropolitan Police. 


By request, we copy from the twenty- 
third annual report of the Massachu- 
setts Temperance Alliance, published by 
the Secretary last fall, the following ac- 
count of the State police, and also rea- 
sons why large cities should have a Me- 
tropolitan police :— 

THE STATE POLICE. 

That we have a State police in exis- 
tence to-day is due to Governor Talbot. | 
His vetoes sayed the force, first, from 
abolition, and second, from reduction of 
numbers. The efficiency of the force in- 
creases the hostility of rumsellers to it— 
Hence the determined effort of the last 
legislature to abolish it. Hence, too, the 
bitter hate of the venders and their 
friends to State constables and their al- 
lies. But their hostility is proof pasitive 
that the force is damaging the liquor bus- 
iness. The magnitude of their opposi- 
tion proves the usefulness and power of 
the force. The following synopsis of 
their work for the eight months of the 
present year, ending August 31st, is not 
only highly creditable to the Constabu- 
lary, but it shows why liquor dealers de- 
nounce it:;—

Indeed,the local police do 
not appear to be competent to take charge 
of such cases; not because there is a to- 
tal want of reliability in the officers, but 
because the local police system is defec- 
tive in itself. 

Yet, with all these drawbacks, the 
work performed by this body of men 
compares favorably with that of the 
ablest and truest force, of equal size, in 
any part of the world. Compared with 
the city police of Boston, their success is 
remarkable, as the following statistics 
prove :— 

The total number of offences of all 
classes prosecuted by the city police in 
1873, was 27,845, which was 48 to an 
officer. (There were 575 policemen on 
the force.) In the same period, the 
State constabulary had 18,051 cases, 
which was 205 to an officer. (There were 
only 88 officers on the force for general 
duty.) 

Throwing out the 13,786 liquor prose- 
cutions by the State police, there are 
left 4,265 general offences, which was 48 
to an officer—as many general offences 
prosecuted by the State police, per man, 
to say nothing about the liquor cases, as 
the city police had. And that, too, when 
the work of the city police is near at 
hand, while that of the Constablery is 
spread over the whole State, requiring 
more time and labor. 

Last January the city police’ made 2,- 
324 prosecutions, which was 3 1-2 to an 
officer. The same month the State po- 
lice made 1,950 prosecutions, which was 
22 to an officer. 

During the first six months of the pres- 
ent year, with an average of but 87 State 
constables on duty, there were 6,664 ligq- 
uor prosecutions—77 to a man—and 1,356 
general offences, which was 16 toa man 
—93 to a man in all,—nearly double the 
number of prosecutions to a man, in six 
months, that the city police had, per man, 
in the whole year of 1873! 

The comparison is yet more favorable 
for the State police, when we gather 
our statistics from Boston only. During 
the first six months of the present year, 
with an average of 22 constables in Suf- 
folk County, there were 1,758 liquor 
prosecutions, which was 80 to a consta- 
ble, and 314 general offences, which was 
14 to a constable—94 prosecutions in all 


to a constable—double the number of | 


prosecutions, lacking two, per man, in 
siz months, by these 22 State constables, 
that were made by 575 city police in the 
whole year of 1873! 

This comparison explains why the city 
police are in better odor with the crimi- 
nal classes than the State police. The 
latter are ‘“‘ a terror to evil doers,” 

While the city police report 27,545 ar- 
rests, only 30 of them are for violation 
of the liquor law, proving beyond ques- 
tion that the city government mean to 
trample upon this law, since the Con- 
stabulary Act itself, in addition to the 
official oath, imposes the duty of enfore- 
ing that law upon the city police as clear- 
ly as it does upon the State police. 

It is to be regretted that the legisla- 
ture abolished the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, since Commissioners Bates 
and Richmond had proved their efficien- 
ey and won the public confidence. This 
was the real reason, however, why tlie 
office was abolished. Too much fidelity

How Thimbles are Made, 


The manufacture of thimbles is very 
simple, but singularly interesting. Coin 
silver is mostly used, and is obtained by 
purchasing coin dollars.

Open Fires. 


The Science of Health remarks that in 
every home there should be at least one 
open grate, or some other arrangement 
for burning wood or soft or hard coal. A

A Model Hen Farm.

New York Tontine Association. 


In 1792 a number of Knickerbocker 


merchants who met daily in a coffee 
house in Bond street, founded what is 


a plan which was« kind of speculation 


in longevity. They erected a coffee 
| house on the corner of Wall and Water 
streets, completing it 1794, the place fa- 


Tontine coffee house, becoming the re- 
sort of many distinguished people. The 
|property was divided into 203 shares, 
which were sold for $200 each, the hold- 
erof ashare choosing a nominee upon 
whose life his own interest in the prop- 


erty depended. Upon the death of any} 


{nominee the share represented became 
|focfeit to the Association, and so the 


holding the chances “upon them. The 
name of this Association was taken from 
Lorenzo Tonti,a Neapolitan who flour- 
ished about 1653, and introduced among 
capitalists a novel system of betting on 
human life. The lot upon which the 
coffee house stood was one hundred feet 
square, andis still owned by the Asso- 
ciation. The coffee house cost £42,000, 
and during the first 29 years the interest 
on each share averaged 8 2-3 per cent. 


The property is worth at the present} 


time $1,000,000. The number of nomi- 
nees was originally 203, the same as the 
number of shares, butin 1839 they had 
dwindled to 93. Mr. Frederic De Peys- 
ter, who inherited several shares from 
his father, made an estimate at that time 
that it would take until 1874 to thin the
